Reasonsfor Allowance

said program into a plurality of code blocks, wherein said code verifier is configured to translate 
said code blocks into type signature blocks, each of said type signature blocks having one or 
more type signatures of said plurality of type signatures, said code verifiers further configured 
to compose the type signatures of each of said type signature blocks into a single respective 
composed type signature" as recited in such a manner in each of independent claims 1,8, 11 and 
14 and as pointed out by Applicant in the Remarks on page 8.
